After all this, it must be somewhat sur- 
prising to his friends to learn from the

Hardly had 
the ink dried on the resolutions quoted 
above when the war sign was hung out ir/ 
the head-quarters camp. The Toronto 
News openly hinted that Mr. Haultain had 
made an improper arrangement with Pre- 
mier Scott and gave it to be understood 

that he should be made suffer for it. Shortly 
after, the News hinted that as the result of 
pressure brought to bear upon him from 

headquarters Mr, Haultain was about to 
recant. Mr. Haultain promptly denied this 
and his friends resented the stander upon 
his political integrity—but—Mr. Haultain 
has recanted. And not only recanted, but 
given to the public the most convincing! 
proof that he did so under pressure—the 
proof of an absurd explanation. He did 

not understand what the agreement was— 
this is the pitiable pretext behind which he 
seeks to hide the humiliating spectacle of 
Mr. Haultain upon his knees to the party 
boss and the dollarocracy. There we may 
leave him to his grovelling and his fate. Re- 
ciprocity will not be materially injured by 
the desertion of Mr. Haultain—for Mr. 
Haultain’s day is done. , 

But the moral of his downfall merits 
note. It is simply this: that wherever is a 
man holding leadership in the Conservative 
party, that man must don the livery of the 
moneyed interest or his doom is sealed. The 
enemies of reciprocity are in desperate 
earnest. They will tolerate no disagree- 
ment, brook no hesitancy, and show no 
mercy. Six months'ago Mr. Borden held 
back from putting his shoulder to their 
chariot-wheel—but he was made to do it. 
No under-leader need look for the tolerance 
which was denied his chief. The foes of re- 
ciprocity have no party. They are backing 
the Conservative party today only because 
that party is fighting their battle. They 
would back the Liberal party to-morrow on 
the same terms and at the same price. What 
is the price? Let the fate of Mr. Borden 
and Mr. Haultain be the answer. 


Anti-reciprocity papers keep telling us 
that the United States market can be of no 
use to the Canadian wheat grower because 
the price prevailing in the United States 
market is fixed by the price in Liverpool. 
Well, the price prevailing in the United 
States market for any year has been on the 
average from one to ten cents per bushel 
higher than that prevailing in the Cana- 
dian market, and if this price was paid the 
American farmer for wheat to ship to 
Liverpool it is clear enough that somebody 
is pocketing from one to ten cents per 
bushel on Canadian wheat that could and 
should be paid to the Canadian farmer. If 
the United States buyers can pay—say— 
ninety cents for wheat to re-sell in the 
Liverpool market, so can the Canadian buy- 
ers—but they don’t. Under reciprocity 
they will have to. That is why the Montre- 
al wheat-dealers are on the war-path. 


_ Premier Roblin says that he will not con- 
sider those Conservatives who vote for re- 
ciprocity as voting against their party. He 
is quite right. The party is for reciprocity. 
It is only the leaders and the newspapers 
that are the other way. 


Mr. Rowley, head of the E B. Eddy Com- 
pany, is fighting reciprocity, while his plant 
carries all its insurance ‘In the United 
States companies. When he wants to buy 
insurance he believes in reciprocity, but 
when he wants to buy pulp-wood he doesn't,

With Exception of Centre of South 
Africa It Is Lowest on Scato of 
Human Civilization—Land is Cheap,

“south American ‘a more ‘lost’ than 
any other country on the globe; it is 
earth's darkest land.” 


With these words cid Rev, W. G. 
Ray at McDougall Methodist Church 
last evening aeseribe ihe tield of his 
havore forthe past fifteen years, the 
ceuntry that has known for four hun- 
dred. years the olvilization of the 
Spaniard and the Portuguese, As fur- 
ther flustration of als remarks, Mr. 
Ray stated that with the excaption of 
the heart of Africa, South America 
was the lowest on the scale of a’l 
countries on the earth, The fruits of 
civilization they had alisorted was the 
present immewality ond iiteracy vf 
the greater part of the population. 

Mr. Ray then made an attempt to 
kive some ides uf the vast extent of 
this continent. “It ebniained ten re- 
publics absolutely disconnected, Mt 
Was as large as three ‘Indias, larger 
than Europe, than the United States, 
and contained even mare land than 
Canada, It could sustain the entire 
population of the glave should a flood 
or any other cata¢clyam suddenly ren- 
der the rest of the catth) antnhabit- 
able, Of this great extent of territory 
the greater part was a*« yet uhexplor- 
ed; pertions as larse as the German 
empire had not een trodden by a 
white mnan and there were millions cf 
the Inhabitants who had never looked 
cm the face of a white man, 

Cheapness cf Land 

As an illustration of the relative 
cheapness of land, Mr, Ray remarked 
that while we gave away 160 acres 
of jand in Canada, ‘n Brazil one might 
squat on 160 square miles and no one 
would dispute your claim, 

Yet in all this broal land the Bible 
was acarcely known. Robt, Speers, 
the American missionary expert, had 
visited 70 cathedrals and in only one 
of/ them had found a Bible—waiting 
to be burned. Tt was a forbidden 
book, Mr. Ray churacteriae4d the re- 
ligion which gave birch to such a state 
of affairs as mediacval distinct from 
the Catholicism of Quebec, of France, 
of Spain ,of Italy. It was what had 
been brought over by the Spaniaras 
400 years ago when religion ant 
merality, were divorced, 

Mr. Ray also told of his travels tn 
the far interior among the aborigines 
where conditions were of a most de- 
grading kind, where the old and help- 
less alive and every third child was 
killed. He also spoke of his work 
among these degrvled creatures and 
the encouraging cesults he had attain- 
ed. He concluded his address by an 
earnest appealto the people of North 
America to evangelize the southern 
part of the contineat as their solemn 
duty, 

Mr. Ray also tectures this evening 


in McDougall Meth list Church on 
his travels in the sountries of South 
America, particularly among the In- 


dians, by cme tribe of whom he was 
adopted. He appears in the costume 
of the tribe,
